AT CHEMICAL FIRM 


Chlorine Fumes Sweep 
Area in Blaze at Purex 
Corporation, 4600 
Chippewa. 


DAMAGE IS PUT 
AT $130,000 


Firemen Manage to En- 
ter Building Hour After 
Five-Alarm Call—Some 


Use Masks. 


Fifteen firemen were overcome 
by chlorine gas and smoke today 
when fire swept through a build- 
ing occupied by the Purex Corpor- 
ation, 4600 Chippewa street, re- 
leasing quantities of chlorine gas 
that permeated the air in the sur- 
rounding business and residential 
section, 

Five alarms, starting with a call 
at 6:15 a. m., were sounded in 


quick succession as the flames 
spread from the Purex building 
to an adjoining building to the 
south, occupied by the Basic 
Chemical Corporation, 

Damage, estimated by officers 
of the two companies and Assist- 
ant Fire Chief George Slattery, 
totaled $130,000. 

Chlorine gas, used by the Purex 
company in the manufacture of 
washing compounds and clothes 
bleaching material, seeped from 
the safety Valves of 20 large 
chlorine tanks which became over- 
heated in the fire. 

The gas, which in large quanti- 
ties is fatal, was held, by the rain, 
close to the ground like a heavy 
fog and was swept toward the 
business district at Chippewa and 
Kingshighway and beyond to the 
residential district.

First, let me thank you for your 
prompt disavowal of any intention 
to reflect upon my own or the in- 
tegrity of other members of the 
Congress. I accept your statement 
in this regard at full value and 
I am happy to feel that it was 
sincere. 

If, when I discussed the veto 
with you om last Monday, I had 
known that it would be couched 


in the language which it contained, 
‘I would then have protested

you had definitely decided to veto 
the measure I felt that there was 
no further occasion for discussion. 


I am sure I need not say to you 
that I have, during these eventful 
years, worked with you with an in- 
spiration, a devotion and a per- 
sonal affection which has not been 
approached by any other man, un- 
less it be Woodrow Wilson, at 
whose feet I sat as a young mem- 
ber of Congress and learned from 
him many of the great lessons of 
liberalism in government and soci-

I realize that sometimes lan- 
guage in a written document car- 
ries with it connotations not in- 
tended by the writer.

13 Democratic Senators, 
One Republican Stand 
by Roosevelt in Revolt 
That Strengthéns Con 
gress’ Hand. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 25 (AP).— 
A determined Senate teamed up 
with the House today to override 
President Roosevelt and enact the 
new tax bill over his caustic veto, 

The Senate vote was announced 
as 72 to 14, or 15 more than the 
necessary two-thirds majority. 

The veto message caused a con- 


gressional revolt which from the 
start left no doubt as to the final 
outcome of the second wartime 
tax measure, which Roosevelt 
inadequate, Congressional 
sources put the bill's annual total 
at $2,315,000,000. 

Senator Barkley’s dramatic res- 
ignation as Senate Democratic 
leader yesterday only fiftnished 
visual proof of a seemingly in- 
evitable break between the White 
House and Capitol Hill. The Sen- 
ate Democrats promptly demon- 
strated a new. independence by 
unanimously reelecting Baskley 
as majority leader. 

The House used votes, not 
words, to make plain its displeas- 
use over the veto. Democrats 
joined Republicans yesterday in 
rolling up a 299-to-95 vote to over- 
ride. The Senate followed suit 


‘today. 
Barkley Writes President. 

Barkley helped clear the atmos- 
phere by dispatching a letter of 
friendship to Roosevelt last night, 
but even the generally concilia- 
tory tone of this missive did not 
completely bridge the gaping 
breach between the executive and 
legislative branches of the Govern- 
ment. Barkley made it clear that 
in the future there must be co-op- 
eration both ways. 

Although expres#ing the deepest 
desire for continuation of the tra- 
ditionally cordial relations between 
the two, Barkley declared: 

“In this great crisis of our na- 
tion’s history we must all seek 
some common ground upon which 
we can meet and have confidence 
in one another. That applies to 
all branches of Government. If 
we cannot trust one another in 
this tragic period of the history 
of our nation and of the world, 
how can the people trust us?”

ABOARD THE AMERICAN 
REPATRIATION TRAIN IN 
SPAIN, Feb. 25 (AP).—Americar 
diplomats, newspaper men, wound- 
ed soldiers and civilians were on 
neutral ground at last today, 
bound for Lisbon and freedom 
after internment for more than 
@ year on German soil. 

The party of 644 persons, which 
also included a number of Latin- 


American diplomats, was to ar- 
rive in Lisbon today and be ex- 
changed for 1180 Germans and, 
French arriving on the Swedish 
liner Gripsholm. 


Before crossing into Spain, both 
the North American and South 
American groups were sealed in 
their hotels in Biarritz with Ger- 
man soldiers standing on guard, 
in contrast to their treatment in 
Germany, where nobody attempt- 
ed to escape and the Germans 
handled them with kid gloves. 

Apparently the Germans feared 
the Americans would receive in- 
formation as to the state of af- 
fairs in France. 

Train Drafty, Cold. 

The Germans also appeared 
hamperec by a shortage of rail 
equipment, for the railway cars 
‘used to make up the evacuation 
trains were ancient day coaches 
and a large number of repatriates 
became ill from sitting in the 
drafty, under-heated carriages. ~ 

Persons aboard the train with 
relatives in France had arranged 
with the Berlin Foreign Office to 
meet their Parisian relatives dur- 
ing a halt at a suburb of Paris. 
However, they were not allowed 
on the platform as the result of 
a number of scenes the day be- 
fore, when French visitors to the 
Latin-American diplomatic train 
became so demonstrative the au- 
thorities intervened. 

Weary, ill and irritated as they 
were, the repatriates nevertheless 
passed the time discussing Ger- 
many’s position in France and 
agreeing on indications that the 
German Army was suffering a 
bad case of nerves. It was also 
noted that many of the Ger- 
man soldiers guarding the hotels 
a boys no more than 17 years 
old. 

Preparations for Invasion. 

The last view we had of Nazi- 
held territory were scenes at 
Biarritz, where we saw rolls of 
barbed wire ready to be thrown 
across the streets leading to the 
sea. Coastal defenses fired pra- 
tice rounds, German planes circled 
overhead and there were posted 
warnings of mine fields in the 
Bay of Biscay. 

The biggest section of the 
United States party consisted of 
154 diplomatic, consular, press 
and relief work representatives. 
Among them were Pinkney Tuck, 
United States Charge d’Affaires 
at Vichy and Mrs. Tuck; Douglas 
MacArthur, nephew of Gen. Mac- 
Arthur, who was a secretary of 
the embassy; Taylor Henry, chief 
of the Associated Press bureau 
at Vichy; Philip W. I. Whitcomb, 
correspondent of the Baltimore 
Sun; his French wife and their 
two-month-old baby. ° 

In addition, there were 37 
wounded American soldiers, most- 
ly aviators shot down over Ger- 
many; 18 Red Cross workers, 
headed by Edward G. Sparrow; 
18 Quaker relief workers under 
Burrett M. Hyatt, Ohio industrial- 
ist, and 125 Latin-American rep- 
resentatives. 

Among the American wounded 
was Lt. James Quenin of Fort 
Smith, Ark. The flyers said they 
received good hospital care in 
Germany and aboard the train. 
But as one remarked, “It sure 
will be good to see real American 
nurses.” 

Treaty Useless te France. 

Time more or less stood still for 
us during our internment. Only 
recently it seemed we stood on 
the streets of Vichy on Armistice 
day, 1942, and saw German troops 
occupy Marshal Petain’s capital— 
a city supposedly protected by 
terms of another agreement which 
Hitler tore up that morning. For 
two years we witnessed a treaty 
—the French-German armistice 
agreement—serving its purpose for 
the Germans but morally and ma- 
terially disarming the French. 

We were held in Lourdes until 
Jan. 15. 1943, when we were sent 
to the de luxe Brenners Park Ho- 
tel at Baden-Baden. There we 
were joined by the Quakers. 
Later, consular personnel seized 
by the Germans in Tunisia began 
drifting in. 

At the hotel we were treated 
en the whole with friendliness by 
the servants and with courtesy by 
the Gestapo men who were our 
only guards. We responded to 
the tactful atmosphere by being 
so mild even the Germans official- 
ly congratulated us at the end, 

We were allowed the liberty of 
sports and exercise and weekly 
movies and church attendance un- 
der the watchfulness of the al-

UNITED STATES PACIFIC 
FLEET HEADQUARTERS, Pearl 
Harbor, Feb. 25 (AP).+-First eye- 
witness accounts of the bold two- 
day attack Feb. 16-17. on Japan's 
naval base of Truk disclosed that 
United States battleships moved 
in close enough to; shell and sink 
an enemy cruiser. 

Naval officers who participated 
in the stroke, which obviously 
surprised and stunned the Japa- 
nese, also made these pertinent 
disclosures: 

Japanese air opposition was 
considerably weaker than had 
been expected. 

Antiaircraft fire came largely 
from cruisers, rather than from 
Japan’s vaunted ground de- 
fenses at that Caroline Islands 
bastion, : 

Although Truk, its fortifica- 
tions veiled for years from visi- 
tors, was reputed to be an ex- 
tensive self-sustaining naval 
base, only one floating drydock 
was observed. 

Japanese warships, instead of 
moving out to challenge the 
po ful American task force, 
tried to flee north. 

Japs “Just Flew Around.” 
“The general impression I had 
was that those Japs were ferry 
pilots taking planes through and 
got caught,” said Lt. Comdr. 
Harry W. Harriman, 33 years old, 
of Miami Beach, Fia., fighter 
Squadron commander on one of 
the aircraft carriers. 

“All they did was fly around 
and let us shoot them. ‘They 
probably never expected to have 
a fight at Truk.” 

Harrison added that after the 
first day’s attack on Truk, “I saw 
only nine of about 30 ships left 
afloat in two anchorages—and 
three of them were burning.” 

(Official announcements on the 
raid previously have reported at 
least 19 enemy ships, including 
two cruisers and three destroyers, 
were definitely sunk, seven others 
probably sunk and 201'planes were 
shot down.) 
Blasting of Cruiser. 

Destruction .of the Japanese 
cruiser by battleship guns was de- 
scribed by Lt. Comdr. Donald B. 
Ingerslew, 28, of Trenton, Mo., 
and Lt. Comdr. William G. Pri- 
vette of Chapel Hill, North Caro- 
lina, who with Harrison have just 
returned to Pearl Harbor from the 
Truk operation, . 

The cruiser, with three other 
warships, fled through the north 


pass of the reef encircling the 40- 
mile-wide lagoon. Ingerslew's 
plane got in the first blow. — 

“The bomb hit—wham,” said 
Privette. “Pieces flew and the 
cruiser’s ack ack guns quit blink- 
ing right then. Everything was 
quiet and peaceful. The polish-off 
was. that we had battlewagons 
(battleships) coming. Our fight- 
ers spotted some salvos for them 
and wham, wham, wham—there 
‘were only pieces floating around.” 

Privette, torpedo plane squadron 
commander, estimated that 650 
enemy seaplanes caught on a 
ramp were wiped out. 

He said that an ammunition 
ship, when hit by a bomb, blew 
up so violently that it scattered 

eces for a half mile and that the 
explosion probably’ killed an 
American pilot who flew too near, 

Convoy Also Bombed. 

Comdr, Ingerslew said “the sky 
was like a Christmas tree,” from 
bursting antiaircraft shells sent up 
by Japanese cruisers. He said 
American dive bombers attacked 
an enemy convoy 90 miles west 
of Truk during the raid, sinking 
a large transport and hitting sev- 
eral smaller ships. 

Radio silence, necessary to pro- 
tect movements of ships, still pre- 
vented reports on the accomplish- 
ments of a big task force which 
sent hundreds of carrier planes 
against two bases in the Marianas 
Islands, 700 miles northwest of 
Truk, last Tuesday. 


But radio silence was ended yes- 
terday for another operation in 
mid-Pacific, permitting Adm. 
Chester W. Nimitz to disclose that 
aircraft carrier planes last Sunday 
concentrated damaging blows on 
a unidentified atoll in the eastern 
Marshalls, 


(The Japanese radio earlier had 
reported air attacks Sunday on the 
air base island of Taroa in Maloe- 
lap atoll.) 

Adm. Nimitz said Sunday’s raid- 
ers demolished a radio station, set 
fire to two hangars, hit stored am- 
munition, damaged barracks, 
docks, ground installations and a 
power station. : 

The 30-ton bombing, from which 
all planes returned without en- 
countering air opposition, appar- 
ently was intended to neutralize 
an enemy base which had shown 
signs of reviving. The eastern 
Marshalls have been bypassed and 
their supply lines severed by 
American conquests of Kwajalein 


and Eniwetok atolls.

University-in-Exile. 


The internees established a sort 
of university-in-exile at Baden 
Baden whieh offered 168 courses 
under 50 instructors. The courses 
ranged from. ballet, accounting, 
drawing, philosophy and chess to 
philology, first aid, geopolitics and 
eight languages. 

Taylor Henry was the professor 
in algebra, and he made up his 
own problems as he went along. 

The university also took charge 
of educating the eight children of 
schoool age. . 

The educational program was 
organized by Whitcomb, one of the 
three persons interned at Bad 
Nauheim just after Pearl Harbor. 
After being released at Lisbon in 
May, 1942, he doubled back to 
meet his pretty .French fiancee 
who had been left behind. They 
were married in the unoccupied 
zone, only to be caught in the sec- 
ond internment when the Allies 
invaded French North Africa. 

When their child was born two 
months before we left, a French 
doctor assisted after the Germans 
had refused to attend the case. 


1000-Volume Library. 


At Baden Baden also were a 
library of 1000 English volumes 
directed by Mrs. Herbert G. King 
of Chicago, wife of the United 
Press Correspondent; a dramatic 
program directed by Henry, who 
also was “dean” of the university's 
faculty of literature; an efficient 
medical service under Dr. Harold 
M. Stuart, internationally known 
child specialist from Boston; a 
competitive sports program under 
Col. Robert Scow of Elmhurst, 
L. L, and Tulsa, Ok., the military 
attache; and a varied entertain- 
ment program organized by 
Roderic Davison, Princéton in- 
structor, and myself. 

Henry and I arote and pro- 
duced a detective play and musical 
operetta respectively. 

At Lourdes, before we were in- 
terned at Baden Baden, a humor- 
ous newspaper was issued under 
the name of Lourdes Idle Rumor. 
In Baden Baden a wall newspaper, 
Das Badenews, was published. 

No official distinctions among 
internees were accepted from the 
Germans. Tuck made the trip 
from Baden Baden in a day coach 
with the rest of the men, leaving

NO SIGN OF SUDDEN 
GERMAN COLLAPSE 


By TAYLOR HENRY 


IRUN, Spain, Feb. 25 (AP).— 
American diplomats, newspaper- 
men and relief workers left Ger- 
many after 18 months of intern- 
ment with this generally-expressed 
opinion: 

Germany can be defeated on the 
actual field of battle although 
morale in that country actually 
has been strengthened during the 
last six months. 

This conclusion is based on ob- 
servations of the behavior of the 
Germans with whom members of 
the interned group have been in 
contact at Baden Baden, the care- 
ful reading of the German press 
on the spot and other means of 
Nazi propaganda. 

One of the most striking points 
to an observer inside Germany is 
the fact that the defeat of the 
Nazis must come through the de- 
feat of their armed forces. 

There is almost no sign visible 
to a careful observer that an in- 
ternal collapse is worthy of con- 
sideration as far as the people as 
a whole are concerned. 

Equally striking is the decrease 
in German fighting strength which 
became apparent as their morale 
increased. 

This decrease was based mainly 
on losses of man power due to the 
heavy offensive on the Russian 
front in the summer and winter of 
1948 and the inability of German 
war production to compete with 
that of the United Nations. 


$50 More U. 8. Civiliang to Join 
Repatriates. 

IRUN, Spain, Feb. 25 (AP).— 
German occupation authorities at 
Biarritz, France, have made ar- 
rangements for some 350 Ameri- 
can civilians interned as enemy 
aliens in German-controlled terri- 
tories to join the American dip- 
lomatic party at Lisbon which is 
being exchanged for German na- 
tionals. The civilians are sched- 
uled to cross the Spanish frontier 
Feb. 28. < 

Announcement of the new re- 
patriation was made at the last 
minute and apparently was in- 
tended as a precedent to initiate 
exchange with the United States 
of this new category. The civilian 
internees will include almost all 
United States citizens in the Ger-

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JAP DESTROYER, 
TROOP SHIP SUNK 
OFF NEW IRELAND 


Transport Captured — 
Kavieng, Duke of York 
Islands Shelled. 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
SOUTHWEST PACIFIC, Feb. 25 
(AP).—American destroyers have 
sunk two more Japanese merchant 
vessels and a destroyer off New 
Ireland, and Gen. Douglas Mac- 


Allies dominate the sea north of 
the Bismarck Archipelago. 

One of the megchantmen was 
loaded with troops and 73 sur- 
vivors of the estimated 400 Jap- 
anese soldiers aboard were res- 
cued, Two of them died later and 
another killed himself. 

Capt. Arleigh T. (30-Knot) Burke 
of Chevy Chase, Md., commanded 


the destroyers from Adm, William 
F., Halsey’s force which in addi- 
tion to sinking the three ships, 
shelled the Kavieng enemy base 
on New Ireland and bombarded 
Japanese installations on Duke of 
York Island, between New Ireland 
and New Britain, all in 18 hours 
Tuesday. 

More air raids on Rabaul, New 
Britain, Monday and Tuesday, with 
164 tons of bombs dropped on air- 
dromes and shipping in Keravia 
Bay, continued the neutralization 
of the enemy’s air bases which 
MacArthur said had helped in 
“tightening of the blockade” of 
Japan’s Bismarck strong points. 

Attack on Destroyer. 

Burke, who also commanded the 
destroyers in the first sea attack 
on Kavieng last Friday, spotted 


Tuesday morning and his destroy- 
ers sank it after a few minutes’ 
shelling.

Burke’s ship victims brought to 
at least 30 the number of enemy 
merchant vessels and escort craft 
sunk off New Ireland and north 
of Rabaul since Feb. 14. , 

No Jap Air Opposition. 
The attack on Rabaul was by 
bombers of all types from Solo- 
mon Island bases, and like recent 
previous assaults met no .enemy 
interception. Only five Japanese 
fighters came up, but they stayed 
out of the raiders’ range. It was 
the third successive day that the 
enemy at Rabaul] had made no at- 
tempt at interception. 
The attackers blasted Lakunai 
and Keravat airdromes in Rabaul’s 
system of airfields, and scored di- 
rect hits on eight ships and nu- 
merous barges in Keravia Bay, 
leaving two vessels ablaze.

FINNS REPORTED 
CONSIDERING SIA 
SOVIET DEMANDS 


Helsinki Reaction Mixed, 
Especially to Proposed 
Internment of Nazis, 
Stockholm Hears. 


STOCKHOLM, Feb. 25 (AP).— 
Reported Russian terms for an 
armistice with Finland, especially 
those regarding the disposition of 
German troops garrisoned in 
Northern Finland, are understood 
here to have met with a mixed 
reception in Finnish circles. 

The London correspondent of 
Dagens Nyheter listed today six 
Soviet armistice demands as re 
ported by unofficial but well-in- 
formed non-British sources who 
he said were very optimistic 
about Finland’s chances of quit- 
ting the war. 

List of Reported Demands. 

According to the dispatch, the 
Moscow conditions included: 

1. The 1940 winter peace bor- 
der. 
2. German troops in Northern 
Finland must. be interned for the 
duration. 

3. If Finland desires, the Red 
Army will march into the coun- 
try to assist in putting the Ger- 
mans under control, but Finland’s 
decision on this point will be vol- 
untary. 

4. If Finland and Russia agree 
on the Red Army marching in, 
Russia will guarantee to retire 


after the military operation.

5. Moscow makes no demands 
for changes in the Finnish Gov- 
ernment. 

6. Demobilization of the Finn- 
ish Army and war damages are 
to be settled by later negotia- 
tions. 

Finn Reports Other Demands. 

Against this optimistic approach 
was the statement of a trustwor- 
tHy Finn just arrived in Sweden 
who said that Finland was pro- 
foundly disturbed by what is un- 
derstood to be one of the Rus- 
Finnish 
Army team up with the Russians 
in a drive to exterminate the 
seven German divisions now in 
Finland, 

Reported Russian insistence on 
this condition, plus a demand that 
Soviet troops garrison the prin- 
cipal Finnish cities for the dura- 
tion, neither of which were in- 
cluded in the version reported 
from London, is vigorously op- 
posed by the Finns, and consti- 
tutes, the informant asserted, the 
biggest obstacle to eventual peace. 


A Finnish home radio broad- 
cast quoted Vaino Tanner, Finn- 
ish Minister of Finance, as telling 
the correspondent of Stockholm’s 
Tidningen that “if terms (with 
Russia) are acceptable, we shall 
accept them immediately. If peace 
terms are impossible, we shall 
fight on with clenched teeth and 
await what the future holds in 
store.”

ill’s support of the Soviet de- 
mands, 

The semiofficial Polish newspa- 
per Dziennik Polski, which said 
yesterday the Curzon line was not 
acceptable, intimated that the 
Soviet-Polish dispute had reached 
an impasse and that marked dif- 
ferences had arisen between the 
British and Polish governments 
over the boundary issue.

Americans ‘Duck’ While 60

AT THE ANZIO BEACH- 
HEAD IN ITALY, Feb. 25 (AP). 
—A sergeant and seven soldiers 
were shelled heavily by mortars 
of their own battalion—at their 
own request. 


The incident was one of many 
desperate moves undertaken dur- 
ing the battalion’s nine gruelling 
days of resisting fierce German 
attacks. During most of this 
period the battalion was cut off 
from the main Allied force and 
even after its. relief by fresh 
troops it had to fight its way 
out. 

At one point a vastly superior 
German force overran’a post held 
by Sgt. Alvin Biggers of Mountain 
Home, Ark., and his seven men. 
They held them off as long as 
they could but eventually were 
engulfed. 

“Put mortar fire on our posi- 
tions and we'll duck our heads 
down,” messaged Biggers to his 
company commander, 24-year-old 
Capt. William A, Spight of Fort- 
Collins, Colo, ° 

“So we poured 60 mortar shells 
on them,” said Spight. 

The attacking Germans got the 
full brunt of the mortar fire and 
retired, leaving many dead. Two 
of the Americans, crouching in 
their foxholes, were slightly 
wounded.

AT CHEMICAL PLANT

firemen were unable to get into 
the Purex building. Some man- 
aged to get onto the roof to direct 
streams of water in the skylight.

own, 

A slight breeze carried the 
chlorine fumes in a northwesterly 
direction, and firemen, after bat- 
tling the flames for an hour, en- 
tered the building from the south- 
east corner, working with the 
wind to their backs. Their efforts 
were directed at getting to the 
20 tanks of chlorine gas to cool 
them and prevent additional gas 
from escaping. 

Firemen Use Masks. 

The escaping gas drove a crowd 
of onlookers more than a block 
away from the burning buildings, 
and Slattery ordered all firemen 
in the building and those fighting 
the blaze on the northwest side 
of the building to wear masks. 
Those who did not have masks 
were ordered to retire, 

Two chemists from Monsanto 
Chemical Co., equipped with spe- 
cial chlorine gas masks and chlo- 
rine repellent uniforms, entered 
the Purex plant about 9 a. m. and 
released valves on the chlorine 
tanks, allowing the gas to escape 
freely and thus eliminating any 
danger of an explosion from over- 
heated gas in the tanks. 

Kenneth H. Adams, assistant 
professor of chemistry at St. Louis 
University, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter chlorine ‘gas would quick- 
ly mix with oxygen in the air and 
rain water to form hypochlorous 
acid, a bleaching agent that is 
relatively harmless. 

N. G. Nadeau, superintendent of 
the Purex firm, said the company 
is engaged entirely in civilian pro- 
duction, having no Government 
contracts. Approximately 40 per- 
sons are employed there, he said. 

‘ 76,000 Cases of Bottles, 

Frederick White, a representa- 
tive of the glass company which 
supplies bottles to the Purex com- 
pany, said there were 75,000 cases 
of quart bottles in the plant. He 
estimated their value at $35,000 
and said they could not be re- 
placed because of the glass short- 


e. 
‘The Basic Chemical Corporation 
only recently had leased the ad- 
joining building from the Purex 
firm. H. C. Rife, president, said 
the chemical company had not yet 
got into production on a secret 
chemical for the Government, He

An official source said yesterday 
that a drive to smash a spy ring 
in Chile had developed that the 
German embassy in Argentina was 
the center for Axis espionage in 
Latin America. 

Guillermo Kunsemuller was 
arrested by Chilean police Feb. 15, 
it was learned, and admitted op- 
erating a clandestine radio for the 
German spy ring. 

These other developments were 
disclosed by the same source, who 
declined the use of his name: 

The Argentine and Chilean 
espionage organizations gathered 
and sent to rmany valuable in- 
formation about fortifications, in- 
stallations, troop movements, ship 
movements, production figures 
and materiel descriptions. 


\ Although direct communication 


with Germany was broken off by 
Argentina when it severed diplo- 
matic relations, it appears that 
crews of neutral ships and clan- 


destine radios kept the informa- 
tion going to Berlin. 

Gen. Friedrich Wolf, the Ger- 
man military attache in Buenos 
Aires, distributed instructions 
from the German high command 
to agents scattered throughout 
South America. Gen. Wolf, who 
was put under House arrest when 
diplomatic relations were broken, 
later was released pending his re- 
patriation to Germany. 

Another agent in the plot to 
obtain Allied military secrets was 
Friedrich von Schultz Hausman, 
former general manager of -the 
Nord Deutscher Lloyd steamship 
line. He escaped to Argentina 
when the Chileans first pressed 
their investigations of Axis spies, 
and is now under arrest there. 

After seizing Kunsemuller, the 
Chilean police arrested other spies 
—Augusto Kroll, Bernardo Tim- 
mermann and Hans Graner—who 
gave further information implicat- 
ing a number of agents operating 
in and out of Buenos Aires. 

The official source said that the 
Chilean Government has given 
every indication that drastic and 
speedy action will be taken 
against the enemy agents found 
there. 


Santiago Agrees Important 
Arrests Have Been Made. 
SANTIAGO, Chile, Feb. 25 (AP). 


—An authorized source in the gov- 
ernment said last night that the 
figure of 100 spies reported in 
Washington to have been arrested 
in Chile was “pretty high,” but 
agreed on the significance and 
importance of the arrests. 

It was announced recently that 
14 persons had been detained and 
that perhaps half a dozen others 
were under surveillance.

The War and Navy departments 
are now \jengaged in. “exploratory 
work” in certain war plants aimed 
at developing methods for expedit- 
ing the processing of termination 
claims of large contractors, he re- 
ported. Accountants and other 
termination specialists are being 
installed in these plants to fa- 
miliarize themselves with account- 
ing and property features. By 
satisfying themselves of the 
soundness of a contractor’s meth- 
od in computing his termination 
claims, the specialists well in ad- 
vance of wholesale contract can- 
cellation could arrange to reduce 
the Government’s examination to 
a sampling and testing basis. 

Comdr. Stewart pointed out that 
small and moderate-sized  con- 
tractors would be the principal 
sufferers from delay, and would 
be forced into shutdowns and 
layoffs if termination funds were 
not forthcoming promptly. Con- 
sequently, he declared, every ef- 
fort should be bent toward speed- 
ily negotiated settlements, subor- 
dinating accounting features as 
far as possible, 

Not Mere Auditing Job. 

Contract termination should not 
be viewed as purely an auditing 
job to be left to auditors, it was 
emphasized by Col. D. N. Hause- 
man, director of the readjustment 
division of the Army Service 
Forces. The fastest and fairest 
way to settle contracts is by ne- 
gotiation between the contractor 
and the Government, he said, ad- 
vocating meetings in which the 
contractor and the contracting of- 
ficer sit down and, “by a proper 
give and take, in the regular 
American way of doing business,” 
try to reach a just, final settle- 
ment, 

“The Comptroller General of the 
United States believes that a de- 
tailed and minute audit of these 
thou$ands and thousands of con- 
tracts should be made before any 
settlement is undertaken,” Col. 
Hauseman continued. “All I can 
say is to quote what Mr. Baruch 
(Bernard Baruch, of the Joint 
Contract Termination Board) said 
and I do so: ‘Any course such as 
recently proposed by the Comp- 
troller General would quibble the 
nation into a panic. ... It would 
mean unemployment by audit.’ I 
think that takes care of the sub- 
ject,” 

This statement evoked a burst 
of applause. 

Responsibility to Subcontractor. 

William A. Coolidge, head of the 
finance section of the Navy’s Of- 
fice of Procurement and Material, 
expressed the opinion the Govern- 
ment,. because of administrative

Need for North-South 
Links— Would Widen

Recommendations that the City 
Plan Commission consider a pro- 
gram for establishing a large num- 
ber of cross-town streets to link 
the north and south sections of St. 
Louis more closely together were 
made yesterday by Ernest J. Rus- 
sell, architect, who assumed the 
chairmanship of the commission. 
Outlining this program as the 
chief unfinished business of the 
commission under the old ordi- 
‘nance whith provided for the com- 
mission’s establishment, Russell 
pointed out that at present there 
were only two streets which effec- 
tively “tie together” these sections 
of the city. These, he said, were 
Broadway and Kingshighway, 
“More recently some _ interest 


has been shown in widening and 
developing Third street,” he added, 
“but many more north-south) 
streets are needed. | 

Several Streets Suggested. 

He advocated that the commis- 
sion make studies to determine 
the -possibility of widening, 
straightening and make _ cross 
town thoroughfares of Fourteenth 
and Eighteenth streets; of Jeffer- 
son, Grand, Vandeventer, New- 
stead and Hodiamont avenues and 
of Union boulevard. 

Russell said that the city had 
already developed a system of 
east-west traffic arteries which 
had “encouraged much of our 
population to move outside the 
limits of the city.” He suggested 
that in building the north-south 
arteries the city “avoid the same 
mistake.” 

At the same time the Commis- 
sion makes a study of these traf- 
hfic thoroughfares, Russell said, it 
should also undertake a more 
complete study of the causes of 
blight in certain residential areas 
and a study of the control of 
nuisances which grow up in these 
areas.

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Your Income Tax: How to Fill 


Out Long Form Told in Detail 


What 


How a Salaried Man Can Figure Out Just 
He Owes. 


This is the fifth of a series on 
income tax blank difficulties.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25 (AP).— 
The place to start filling out your 
long form Federal income tax 
blank is on page 3. 

That's where you list your de- 
ductions. 

To illustrate, line by line, the 
task remaining, we’ll take for our 
example Mr. Aloysius Marblehead. 

Let’s say he notes contributions 
of $160 to church and charity; 
$180 for interest he paid on a 
lean; deductible taxes of $125. 

He is mgrried and has one child. 
These facts are recorded on page 
3, too. He clai $1200 exemption 
as a married man; $350 credit for 
one dependent—son Mortimer, 

Now he turns to page 1. 

The Automatic Widgets Co. of 
Poor, Me., paid Aloysius $90 a 
week in %9X3, so he enters the 
sum of $4680 in the first line in 
both columns—Yor both the in- 
come and Victory tax. And re- 
peats the figures on the line op- 
posite “total.” 

He has a couple of deductible 
expenses—$§25 for dues to a pro- 
fessional society, $15 for profes- 
sional publications—so he enters 
$40 in both columns. This leaves 
his compensation after deduc- 
tible expenses” as $4640 in both 
columns. This figure also is car- 
ried down to the “total income” 
line. 

He now puts in his deductions 
(from page 3) opposite contribu- 
tions, interest and taxes, and to- 
tals them—$465. Like other ordi- 
nary taxpayers, he can’t take any 
deductions in the Victory tax col- 
umn. 

The deductions leave his income 
tax net income as $4175. But his 
Victory tax net income is sstill 
$4640 


Back to Page 3 Again. 

Here Aloysius flips over to Page 
3 again. (Since his income is solely 
from salary, he can skip Page 2 
entirely.) 

He must compute his earned in- 
come credit. He writes in his 
earned net income (Item 1 on 
Page 1, compensation after deduc- 
tible expenses), $4640, and his net 
income (Item 18, Page 1) of $4175. 
His earned income credit is 10 per 
cent of the smaller figure. That 
makes it $417.50. 

He answers the questions at the 
bottom of the page, and turns to 
Page 4. 

There he writes his income tax 
net income, $4175, and subtracts 
his personal exemption ($1200) 
and credit for dependents ($350), 
leaving $2625 as his surtax net in- 
come, Next he deducts his earned 
income credit ($417.50) to find the 
amount subject to normal tax— 
$2207.50. 


His normal tax is 6 per cent of 
$2207.50 or $132.45. 


Next the surtax on $2625. On 
the first $2000 (at 13 per cent) 
it’s $260. On the other $625, at 
16 per cent, it’s $100. He sets 
down the total surtax, $360. 


The two taxes, $132.45 and $360, 
are added as Item 10—$492.45. 
This also is carried down as 
Item 12. 

Figuring Victory Tax. 

Here Aloysius sighs and re 
to the bottom part of the page to 
figure his Victory tax. 


His Victory tax net income 
(from Page 1) is $4640. The $624 
exemption is subtracted, leaving 
$4016. The Victory tax before 
credits is 5 per cent of. that, or 
$200.80. 


As a married man with 
child, Aloysius gets a credit of 
42 pér cent of this tax or $84.34. 
So his net Victory tax is $116.46. 
This tax is entered higher on the ' ime 
page under Line 13. Added to the 


other taxes that makes a total of 
$608.91. 

At this point Aloysius runs into 
the “forgiveness feature.” 


His tax for 1942 was $340.08. 
Three-fourths of it is “forgiven.” 
Thatis three times $80.02, or 
$255.06. The remaining $85.02 is 
carried out to the tax column and 
added to the other taxes. 

Thus Marblehead finds his total 
tax liability is $693.93. 

So now he lists how much of 
that he already has paid: $431.60 
taken out of his pay; $170.04 he 
paid last March and June on 1942 
taxes; $17 he paid in September 
and December on his declaration 
of estimated tax. Total payments— 
$618.64. 

That leaves an unpaid balance 
of $75.29 

Wow our married taxpayer re- 
turns to page 1. 

He lists that unpaid balance of 
$75.29. He can postpone until next 
year the payment of one-half the 
unforgiven portion of tax (line

Judicial Committee Votes 
Both Ways on Plan ‘to 
Let Supreme Court Set 
Practice Rules.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 25.— 
The Judicial Department Commit- 
fee of the Constitutional ‘Conven- 
tion struck a snag yesterday in 
attempting to frame a progressive 
judicial article for the proposed 
new Constitution, when it reached 
a tentative provision taking from 
the Legislature the power to make 
rules of practice and procedure for 
the courts and placing the power 
in the Supreme Court, 

This is a recognized judicial re- 
form which has been bitterly and 
successfully opposed in the Legis- 
lature at nearly every session in 
the last 15 years by reactionary 
lawyers and lawyer - legislators 
with extensive practice in the 
criminal courts. 

Final Action Deferred. 

Under the leadership of Delegate 
O. C, Tee of Hamilton, opponents 
of the proposed change were suc- 
cessful in obtaining a vote of 10 
to 8 in favor of retaining the pow- 
er in the Legislature, but the ac- 
tion later was reconsidered and 
the committee voted, 15 to 3, in fa- 
voring court control of procedure. 

However, later the committee, 
consisting wholly of lawyers, be- 
came involved in a legalistic maze 
over the technical meaning of the 
words “practice,” “procedure” and 
“pleading,” and final action on the 
section was deferred until court 
decisions closely defining the words 
could be examined, 

Tee was aided by Delegates O. 
E. Brown of Ozark and M. E. 
| Ford of Maryville. Ford, a former 
State Senator, who as a legislator 
was a leader for judicial reform, 
has taken a position consistently 
in defense of legislative power, 
that position being the basis of his 
opposition to a change in the pres- 
ent law. 

Proponents Surprised. 

Advocates of the change were 
taken by surprise when they met 
defeat in the first vote yesterday, 
the committee having previously 
gone on record tentatively as fa- 
voring it. They 
swung into action and succeeded 
in obtaining a’ reconsideration.

Why the Allies 
Do Not Invade 
In West Now 


4 Men Needed Be- 
hind Lines for One 
at Front—Supply 
Problem. 


By WES GALLAGHER 


LONDON, Feb. 25 (AP). 
HY don’t we hurl large forces 
across the English Channel 
and end the war? 


This is a question many Amer- 
icans and Britons are asking. The 
blunt answer is: “Because the 
Germans might fling them right 
back at us.” 

If just the opening of a West- 
ern front would bring victory, it 
would be a différent question, but 


it is going to take weeks and 
months of the bloodiest kind of 
fighting on the Continent before 
Adolf Hitler collapses. 

Because this task is more than 
one of a mere landing of 50 di- 
isions. In the average man’s 
mind a division means about 15,000 
men, but the experience in Afri- 
ca, Sicily and Italy indicate that 
to supply one fighting man at the 
front it takes from four to eight 
behind the front when bases are 
thousands of miles away and sup- 
plies must be unloaded from ghips 
to smaller craft, unloaded on land 
and carried to depots, sorted and 
then taken to the front. 

The longer men must fight on 
foreign soil the more essential do 
the behind-the-lines. soldiers be- 
come as the war moves away from 
the ports and supply becomes 
more complex. Therefore, a di- 
vision to a military man means 
handling not 15,000 men, but 60,- 
000 or more. Once they are 
ashore, it takes tons of shipping 
to keep them going. This is 
known as the “tail” of an army. 
When one recognizes that the 
Germans have been able to boost 
their strength along the “west 
wall” to 60 divisions it is easy to 
understand the determination of 
the Allied high command not to 
move until it is certain that the 
punch will carry through to vic- 
tory. 

Despite countless thousands of 
dead left in Russia, the German 
Army must suffer much more 
killing before a collapse comes. 
Its reserves have been drained al- 
most dry by the Russian front but 
frontline strength is almost as for- 
midable as ever and not until the 
decimated divisions cannot be re- 
“orgggs is the end near for Hit- 
er.

Twice this month the Nazis have boasted that Field Marshal 
Albert Kesserling’s Fourteenth Army was poised for a knockout 


blow. 

Daily the German Propaganda 
Ministry sucked’ every drop of en- 
couragement from the “campaign 
of aninihilation” being waged 
against the beachhead.

Reduction of a beachhead is a 
highly technical military assign- 
ment requiring a tight co-ordina- 
tion of all the besieging forces, 
alert opportunism to exploit each 
advantage and a fiery dashing 
spirit among all field commanders 
and troops. 


Glaring Nazi Errors. 


If battles are won by the Gen- 
eral making the fewest mistakes 
then the Germans already have 
Jost this one. 

Among the now glaring German 
mistakes are these: 

1, Underestimation of the fight- 
ing strength of the Allied forces 
around Anzio and consequently 
the failure to build up a striking 
force with an advantage in size of 
at least two to one. “oe 

2. Failure to equal or exceed the 
Allies in firepower and unity of 
artillery action. The Germans are 
using more long-range guns than 
the Allies, but they are inferior 
in medium and light calibers. Their 
artillery concentrations have been 
much less effective than the joint 
barrages of the Americans and 
British. Allied artillery again and 


again strikes the enemy like a' 
bullwhip, cleaning out entire zones | 
where the Germans are trying) 


to assemble troops for an attack. 
This area shelling, like area bomb- 
ing, produces tota] destruction. 


Nazis Lack Good Officers. 


3. Helter-skelter mixture of in- 
fantry units in a single operation. 
Companies from different bat- 
talions from different divisions 
are thrown into conglomerate 
forces and suddenly thrust into 
strange sectors under new com- 
manders. Because of an obvious 
German shortage of good officers 
from the rank of captain to colonel, 
the leadership frequently falters 
at the crucial moment for the 
groping troops.

A Defeat at’ Home 


The fight ‘which has erupted between the Pres- 
ident and Congress in words of immoderacy and 
bitter violence on both sides is beginning to 
assume recognizable form. 

On one side there is the’theory that total war 
should be supported by total taxation. On the 
other is the theory that total war should be sup- 
ported by no more taxation than circumstances 
conspicuously force us into accepting. The issue 
is high taxes or low taxes—both these terms be- 
ing relative to the staggering vast demands of 
war, since the low taxes for\total war which Con- 
gress proposes would amount to inordinately 
high taxes for normal times of peace. 

The primary issue in the dispute, therefore, is 
whether or not the tax bill is adequate to total 
war. Mr. Roosevelt says it is “wholly ineffec- 
tive.” The Treasury shares his view. The leader 
of the Republican party, Mr. Willkie, goes even 
further. He condemns as “far too low” both 
the two and a half billions granted by Congress 
and the 10% billions demanded by the President 
and the Treasury, and declares the bill should 
provide more nearly for 16 billions, 

Majority Leader Barkley, in his long statement 
castigating the President for the veto of the tax 
bill, interestingly and perhaps significantly 
enough never once contends that the measure is 
adequate, never once defends it in terms of suffi- 
ciency for total war. 

Mr. Barkley says the amount provided by the 
bill 4s large, and he makes several comparisons 
to show how large it is. He compares it. with 
the national debt before the First World War; 
with the cost of the Federal Government before 
the First World War; with the appropriation for 
relief in liberated countries; with mustering-out 
pay. But all the comparisons which Mr. Barkley 
makes are irrelevant. 

The tax measure is not, unfortunately, intended 
to run the Federal Government for the fiscal 
year 1912, or to apply on the national debt of 
that year, or to relieve the suffering of freed peo- 
ples, or to provide mustering-out pay for our 
fighting men. If it were, it might serve very 
handsomely, | 

It is, instead, intended to fight the war that is 
on our hands at this very moment. The only 
comparison that makes any difference in the 
world is comparison with the requirements of 
the war we are fighting—but that comparison 
makes all the difference in the world. R 
__ Two great facts of our national future are being 


determined now, not only by the results of the, 
dispute between the President and Congress, but 


also by the terms on which their differences of 
opinion are argued. | 

In point of time, the first is whether or not 
inflation ig going to get the better of us. Shall 
our people suffer the cruel, needless, destructive 


economic war of uncontrolled economy at home, 


at the same time as they are called upon to suf- 
fer the loss and sorrow of physical war abroad— 
ahd all because their representatives in Congress 
lacked the vision and courage to protect them? 

The second question igs whether or not we shall 
emerge from the war with a crishing burden of 
debt. Mr. Willkie has very wisely pointed out 
that-the nation will have many large and unusual 
expenses in the years just after the war. He 
has justly declared that it would be wrong, a 
shirking of our responsibility, for those of us 
who stay at home to call on our soldiers to pay, 
when they have won the war and returned honie, 
any part of the war ‘debt which we could and 


_ should have. paid ourselves while the war was 


still in progress, ; , 

So far, the forces of timid taxation have won. 
The power of veto, by which the President has 
twice held off a congressional assault upon sub- 
sidies, another sector of the anti-inflation front, 
has been overruled in the House by a vote of all 
but three of the voting Republicans, joined by 
99 out of 188 Democrats. 

The Roosevelt-haters, the forces of reaction, 
are having their day in the field. The hope of a 
Roosevelt defeat for a fourth term, and encour- 
agement that taxation will be more along the 
lines of special interests, enliven the stock 
market. 

The war went well on the overseas fronts yes- 
terday, but we lost a battle at home. 
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A Plan for “Memorial Monday” 


If a bill just approved by the Senate Judiciary 
Committee becomes law, its effect is likely to be 
just the opposite of what its sponsors have in 
mind. The object is to insure that proper re- 
spect is paid to the memory of the men and 
women who have lost their lives in the country's 
It is a proper objective 
which will be universally approved, but the meth- 
od provided to achieve this end is presidential 
*proclamation of a “Memory Monday” each month 
as an occasion for services and ceremonies. 

Memorial day is formally set aside once a year 
for this purpose. Many cities, including St. Louis, 
are planning memorials to honor their war dead. 
America will not forget those who are giving 
their lives in this war,*and it needs no such ar- 
tificial reminders as a monthly day of dedication, 
which would in time become commonplace by 
repetition, The best honor the country can pay 
its fallen fighters is to carry on resolutely the 
tasks of war, and to strive for a real peace that 
will not make their sacrifices vain. These are 
duties for every day, and their fulfillment is 
a far better tribute than parades and set speech- 
es on the first Monday of every month. 
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The Nazis should be finding out by now that 
total war is something you can get totally tired 
of.

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When War Jobs End 


Termination of war contracts is rapidly bring- 
ing into existence problems which generally have 
been regarded as belonging exculsively to the 
postwar period. The principal problem is unem- 
ployment, and it is becoming clear now how this 
is related to the shifting emphasis of industrial 
activity even while the war continues. 

The conference held in St. Louis yesterday, 
under the auspices of the Contract Termination 
Committee of the Chamber of Commerce, wag in 
the nature of a clinic, with responsible officers 
from the War and Navy departments directing 
This meeting 
was told that already more than 10,000 prime 
contracts have been terminated, involving pér- 
haps 10 times as many subcontracts. There is 
prospect of cancellation in the next few months 
of additional cdéntracts involving about two and 
a half billion dollars in orders. 

If contract terminations thus far have not 
caused noticeable unemployment, it is because 
new war contracts still are being placed in large 
volume, The time will come when this no longer 
is true, and labor released from war jobs will 
have to find employment in production for 
civilian consumption if it is to be employed at all. 
How urgent thig problem is likely to be is seen 
from the fact that 60 billions annually of our 
production is for carrying on the war. 

What disturbs industry about contract termina- 
tion, and thig is of great concern to labor, is 
the lag between production for war and produc- 
tion for peace, The contractors assert that, un- 
less they are paid promptly what is due them 
on the contracts that are canceled, they will not 
haveesufficient ready capital for quick conversion 
to peacetime production. The Baruch report rec- 
ognized this and recommended speedy determina- 
tion of the Government’s liability on contracts 
and prompt payment in full. 

One of the difficulties the Army and Navy 
have encountered in attempting quick settlement 
of war contracts is the failure of managements 
to present their claims, promptly, fully and with 
the supporting proof which ordinary prudence 
requires. For example, 400 claims now pending 
for Army settlement have been delayed six 
months or longer because of failure of the con- 
tractors to give required information. In many 
cases, not even inventories of the finished goods 
on hand and materials in process had been 
supplied, ) . 

Industry has an obligation to co-operate fully 
in every way that will expedite the settlement of 


contracts. By doing so, it will speed up recon- . 


version to production of civilian goods and will 
help to guard against unemployment and de- 
pression. 


Gerald Smith Hires a Hall 


The doctrines of Gerald L. K. Smith are obnox- 
fous to the great majority of St. Louisans. Nev- 
ertheless, the .city has a tradition of free speech 
even “for the thought we hate,” to quote the 
late Justice Holmes’ fine phrase, and it is in 
keeping with this tradition that the Municipal 
Auditorium Commission has approved Smith’s 
application to rent the building’s Convention 
Hall for a rally of his supporters, ° 

To bar this gpostle of reaction and defeatism 
from the hall would be to martyrize him, to give 
him a point for demagogic oratory in an effort 
to gain sympathy and support. As it is, he will 
be operating in the open, where he can be 
watched, St. Louisans by and large have enough 
confidence in democracy to believe that it will 
survive even though Gerald Smith is allowed to 
hire a hall for his roaring and ranting. 
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On Finding Airport Sites 

The suggestion of Oliver L, Parks, head of the 
Parks Air College, that a small landing field for 
light planes be built on the central riverfront, 
encountered various objections at Wednesday’s 
meeting of the Municipal Airport Commission. 

Milton M, Kinsey, chairman of the commission, 
was not impressed by the suggestion and thought 
the Federal Government, which owns the land, 
would not consent to its use as anything but a 
park. J. Gates Williams, head of the Chamber 
of Commerce Air Board, said the suggestion was 
impracticable, while Julian C. Spotts, superintend- 
ent of the area for tlie National Park Service, did 
not think such use of the land could be made 
under the terms of the Historic Sites Act. 

With all respect for the fermidable question 
marks raised by these and other men, the neces- 
sities of the Air Age, if St. Louis is to be ready 
for. it, will call for daring thinking and the will 
to overcome obstacles. 
site is one of a list of. 20 possible sites which 
Parks says will be needed for, private flying and 
shuttle service after the war. No doubt there are 
objections to all these sites, 

In the case of another major air field, the city 
has seen the difficulty of a meeting of minds. 
After extensive study of the question, resulting 
in pretty general agreement that Columbia Bot- 
toms should be chosen as the city’s major Air- 
port No, 2, a majority of the Board of Aldermen 
expressed their dissent, citing objections to the 
proposal. 

“Columbia Bottoms admittedly is not ideal, nor 
is Meramec Bottoms, the other site approved by 
the St. Louis County Planning Commission. Nor 
is the central riverfront ideal even for small 
planes because of high buildings and various 
other factors. But the city will find, as it goes 
deeper into the airport site problem, that some- 
where along the line the search for the ideal 
must give way to the demandyg of reality. 

It will find there are few sites for large or 
small planes that cannot be criticised, yet, if St.

of the future, the city will have to make the 


best of the sites that are available.

The arrival of a scientific and rational 
age requires not only a change of method, 
but new spirit and vision. 


The central fact of our times is that 
technological development has outstripped 
our social system. The great manifesta- 
tions of aviation and electricity, the mar- 
riage of physics and chemistry, are offering 
the promise of abundance to a world in 
which there has never been enough light 
and warmth and food, 


Between this bountiful field and its har- 
vest lies the myth of over-production, Yet 
abundance finally can be made a blessing 
instead of a menace, once our instinctive 
distrust of a better world has been dis- 
pelled, 


We may depend upon it, things will not 
snap back into their old shapes at war’s 
end. <A conflict that in its beginning 
seemed nothing more than a defense of the 
traditional way of life in the democracies 
has, in its later stages, become a planetary 
revolution with the objective of security and 
economic advancement for all mankind, 


A Need for Reasonableness 


The task of leadership from here on calls 
less for force and emotionalism than for 
a direct appeal to the reasonableness of 
man, If there is to come out of this war 
a wider life, the unfolding of the wings of 
the human spirit, this will not be by any 
physical overturn, but by an internal stir- 
ring in the hearts and minds of the people 
as individuals, 

Nature still is rich, but man by his own 
lack of forethought has disinherited him- 
self. It is not that we are without some 
immensely wealthy families in America, but 
I like to toy with the idea that even the 
richest among them, controlling this or 
that natural resource or industry, may be 
considered poorer than any peasant of Rus- 
sia, where each citizen is co-owner of all 
the riches, developed or undeveloped, of 
his country. 

Such criticism as I would make of the 
system of our Russian ally is that it is 
based on a producer interest rather than 
a consumer right. To possess great re- 
sources, and to be equipped with technical 
skill, are of small benefit until out of them 
come goods for‘our more adequate living. 
This recognition of the consumer is a basic 
postulate of a more reasoned world. 

The bottleneck of distribution will ham- 
per our best efforts at production under 


present conditions, for it now costs more 
to move goods into the hands of the con- 
sumer than to produce them. In 60 years 
from 1870, while the population of the 
United States trebled, the volume of pro- 
duction of goods increased ninefold. While 
only three and one-half times as many 
workers were able to multiply production 
nine times, those employed in distribution 
increased almost ninefold, 


As consumers we have paid every cost, 
industrial and commercial, in our economic 
system. The problem of living, once per- 
sonal and physical, now calls for group 
economic planning. It was an able en- 
gineer, Sidney A. Reeve, who wrote in that 
amazing book, “Modern Economic Ten- 
dencies”: 


“Man has never passed through a hide- 
ous social crisis which could not have 
been foreseen and prevented by a conserva- 
tive, but courageous and timely, reliance 
upon wisdom which had been basic for 
centuries before. The irritating causes lie 
in fixed institutions, which remain un- 
changed while the needs of the times alter. 
It is neither the snobbish indifference at 
the top nor the ignorant bitterness at the 
bottom which causes crises, but intellectual 
timidity and inertia everywhere,” 


The Impact of Emotion 


Up to now, such changes or reforms as 
have arisen have come less from the fact 
that they were reasonable than from a 
sense of outrage or insult that set emotions 
ablaze. : 

The costs of this war to America, like 


the costs of the long depression that pre- 
ceded it, are to be measured only in the 


consumable goods that were not produced... 


This is why it is fundamentally so im- 
portant to make sure of full production 
upon the outbreak of peace. We must 
immediately begin to manufacture all those 
consumer products, from clothing to chem- 
icals and electrical supplies, that have 
been almost irreplaceable for the duration 
of the conflict. 

Where we have the raw materials, the 
technique and the willing hands, everything 
is possible. It is by these things that men 
live, not by bookkeeping. If indeed we can 
bring our social and economic practices in 
line with the reality of our technical abil- 
ities, America need not suffer another pe- 
riod of unemployment, depression or lack 
of the best things of life. 


The Existing Circumstances

Perhaps you are tired of hearing about 
war bonds, patriotism, your duty to the 
boys in the foxholes, etc., etc. If so, skip 
the rest of this piece because it wouldn’t 
interest you. 

Among the letters which came to a cer- 
tain desk in this newspaper office the other 
day was one containing a clipping. It was 
part of an advertisement from a Southern 
newspaper, supporting the fourth’ war loan 
drive, and it read as follows: 

“You won’t have to explain to ALL the

Nazi Myth of Race Superiority 
Is Refuted by Scientific Data 


‘Race and Crime’’ by Willem Adriaan Bonger. ( 
lumbia University Press, New York.) ' 
From the Nazi-made wreckage of The 

Netherlands has come a book that gives 

the lie to one of Hitler's most poisonous 

doctrines, the myth of race superiority. 

It is the last work of the internationally 

famed University of Amsterdam criminol- 

ogist, Prof. Willem Adriaan Bonger. With 

a barrage of statistics and carefully drawn 

conclusions, “Race and Crime” explodes 

the notion that some races are more pre- 
disposed to crime than others. 

Bonger died in the same May, 1940, in 
which the Germans invaded Holland. One 
of the last things he did wag to put his 
manuscript in the hands of Margaret 
Mathews Hordyk, who brought it to thig 
country and translated it from the Dutch. 
Nowhere does the book show a trace of 
hysteria or partisanship; it is in the best 
academic tradition of calm analysis, 

* . * 

After summarizing the major European 
and American theories about the effect 
of race on crime, Prof. Bonger draws to- 
gether the relevant statistical tables on the 
subject. Most of the book is devoted to 
white European groups because there is 
plenty of information about them. But 
there is a chapter on the Negroes in: the 
United States, and American data on 
crime among immigrants. 

By demonstrating again and again that 
the greater or lesser criminality of any 
group can be best explained by its role 
in society, Prof. Bonger demolishes the 
racialists. If, he points out, race deter- 
mined crime, there would be no changes 
in the crime rates of various groups. Yet 
crime in Northern Europe has declined 
astonishingly in the past decades, al- 
though the “stock” is the same. And al- 
though their “race” is the same, men 
commit more crimes than women; people 
from one occupational class more than 
those from others, 

. 


Moreover, in the United States, there is 
a sharp drop in criminality among the 
sons and daughters of immigrants as 
compared with their parents. This indi- 
cates that where and, most important, 
how people are brought up and live will 
probably determine how many of them 
will turn to crime. No race can be said 
to be better or worse than any other, 
more or less prone to criminality. 

Armed with irrefutable data, “Race and 
Crime” thus disposes of the Hitlerian 
pseudo-scientists. After fairly considering 
their work, Prof. Bonger concludes that they 
and all others who substitute “malevolence 
and nonsense” for honesty in this field 
“should be the objects of criminological 
studies rather than the authors of them.”

Some Baby-Blue Romberg 


“DESERT SONG,” which opens today at the FOX, is a 
very pleasant technicolor version of the well-known operetta 
by Sigmund Romberg. The plot’s been brought “up-to-date” 
by references to Franco, Vichy France and Hitler’s Germany. 


“One Alone,” “Desert Song,” “The Riff Song” and 
other musical favorites from the operetta are in 
the picture. Romberg fans know what to expect 
and will not be disaappointed. 

As will be remembered, the locale of the pic- 
ture is French North Africa, The singers of 
the “Desert Song” are the Riffs, native fighters 
for independence against the French. “Hagles 

among crows,” the crows being those natives who submit to 


French rule, the Riffs finally make their peace with the French .

The present plot centers on the building of a railroad across 


North Africa. Who's this railroad to serve, the Nazis or the 


Allies? 


Since the film’s essentially a musical, the question of the 
railroad, etc., is not allowed to interfere too much with the 
music-making. Just about the time you've been given to under- 
stand that Hitler’s a bad man and that the Vichy French are 
dopes or dupes, Dennis Morgan jooks into Irene Manning’s 
baby-hlue eyes and bursts out with song. The formula octa- 
sionally varies. For sometimes Miss Manning looks into Mr. 
Morgan's baby-blue eyes. Then it is she who bursts into song. 
Now and then they look into each other’s baby-blue eyes at 
the same time. Then they both sing together.

The Doctor 
Makes Food 


Experimen

HAVE just concluded a dietetic 

experiment, undertaken for a 

group of students of nutrition, 
“and since in some ways the results 
were surprising to me, I venture 
to lay them before you. 


One day I faithfully made a list 
of every morsel I had to eat. After 
breakfast I wrote down the items 
and their weight. Same with lunch 
and dinner—l’apres midi d’un die- 
ticilan, I want to emphasize that 
I made no plans for what I should 
eat. I ate what was put before 
me or, in the case of lunch, what I 
chose. No foreordained plan was 
made for a balanced diet, or the 
inclusion of the vitamins or min- 
erals or other protective food. It 
was as nearly as possible the same 
average kind of food I have on 
other days left to custom, appe- 
tite and chance, 

Then I made a list of the food 
elements that are agreed upon as 
constituting a balanced diet, and 
the daily requirements by weight 
considered necessary by the best 
authorities.

HERE THEY ARE: 

The basic foods—Protein, 50 to 
100 grams; carbohydrate and fat, 
enough with protein to make up 
1500 to 2500 calories. 

Minerals—Salt, five grams; cal- 
cium, .45 gram; phosphorus, .96 
gram; sulphur, 1 gram; iron, .006 
gram; magnesium, iodine, etc., 
traces. 

Vitamins—A, 1500 units; B, con- 
sisting of thiamine, 1 to 2 milli- 
grams, and riboflavin, .002 gram; 
C, .06 gram; D (for adults), 3 units; 
nicotinic, .01 milligram; E, H, K, 
requirements not determined. 

Some of the results surprised 
me, Especially the total calorie 
and protein intake. I had sup- 
posed I was eating about 2500 cal- 
ories. I had believed the Govern- 
ment estimated allowances of 1500 


_ecalories a day for a sedentary 


bloke like me and 3000 for a 
worker were too low. But my 
calorie intake for that day which 
completely satisfied my appetite 
and made me comfortable was 
about 1500 calories. 
' I have always supposed TI ate 
at least 150 grams of protein a 
day, and have been very scornful 
of strict nutritionists who say 50 
to 70 grams are enough. I recog- 
nize that a man can live on 50 
grams of protein a day, but did 
not think that wag a desirable 
maximum. 

My own intake amounted to 
only 73 grams. And I guess I do 
not vent much more other days.

THE OTHER, CALCULATIONS 
did not surprise’ me so much, but 
may be a surprise to others who 
are artificially stuffing them- 
selves with vitamins, iron, etc. My 
iron requirement is 6 milligrams a 
day. took in 20 times that 
amount! I got twice my-iron re- 
quirement in my egg at breakfast. 

I got a little more calcium than 
I needed. My phosphorous intake 
wag close to the minimum require- 
ment. I was lower in that than 
anything. 


As to vitamins, I am flooded 


with them, I took in 2890 of A, 
and I only needed 1500; enough B 
thiamine and riboflavin; three 
times as much C as requirements 
demand, and sunshine will give 
me plenty of D.- 


And again I emphasize I did not 
plan the meals to get a large vita- 
min or mineral content. They just 
came naturally in the food that 
was set before me,

IM FARLEY has no monopoly 
on the use of green ink.

years. The internationally known 
actress, playwright and author, 
who has been making St. Louis 
her headquarters during a series 
of lectures at Missouri colleges, 
adopted the custom when she ob- 
served that the signature of the 
her her first major 
role in the theater was sprawled 
across the bottom of the page in 
livid green, 

That was 40 years ago, It was 
November in England, where No- 
vembers at best are bad, and the 
young actress, known then in Lon- 
don's lesser music halls as Muriel 
Harding, was ill and her funds al- 
most exhausted. She sought the 
advice of a physician. 

“You must have nourishing 
food, and occasionally you should 
take a bit of bracing port.

She was waiting 
at the door of Hyman’s London 
office long before the earliest 
clerk showed up the next morn- 
ing. 
- Petrova’s early life might have 
been a bed of roses if-in her youth 
she had been willing to submerge 
her own ideas and individuality to 
the Victorian domination of a pos- 
sessive father, But she was a will- 
ful child. Resentment welled up 
in her when she heard the patri- 
archal pronunciamento: “As long 
as you live beneath my roof and 
eat my bread, I will exact obedi- 
ence from you.” Even then, she 
resolved to have her own roof and 
her own bread, 


Today she has both, In fact, she 
has two roofé—one at a Long 
Island estate and another on thé 
Riviera in Southern France. Of 
the latter she has heard little 
since she deserted France for her 
adopted homeland, the United 
States, in 1939.

To augment her income, Petrova 
accepted a position as a governess.

“That experience gave me new 
hope,” Petrova said. “I wanted to 
write, and it occurred to me that 
the theater could furnish me the 
money to finance a writing ca- 
reer.”

If at the end of 
that time she had failed, she was 
willing to bow out of the scene. 
If she had succeeded, she wanted 
a contract. 


In preparation for the opening 
performance, she decided that her 
number needed a tonic. So she pre- 
scribed a change in name for her- 
self. The Olga she took from the 
name she was chriz*ned with, 
Elaine Olga Nadjesaa; the Pe- 
trova, from Boris Petroff, her de- 
ceased husband whom she had 
married as a child bride during 
her school days in Paris. 

Overnight she become a sstar. 
Bright lights on theater marquees

proclaimed her appearance. Her 
picture graced billboards in Lon- 
don and the provinces. Success 
brought her an invitation from 
Henry B. Harris and Jesse lL. 
Lasky to cross the Atlantic to 
Broadway. She accepted. 

Petrova calls her American de- 
but at New York City in 1911, 
in “Follies Bergeres,” her most 
successful failure. She received 
no barrage of missiles; in fact, 
no one so much as lifted a hand 
to give her perfunctory applause. 
But the failure didn’t frighten her. 

“It might have caused me pain, 
but it didn’t make me afraid,” 
she said. “For I knew out of 

y own experience that no failure 
needed to be final. Every failure 
can be made to yield good for- 
tune if a person has the will to 
find out why he has failed and 
the determination to make use of 
the knowledge he has learned 
through failure.” 
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She persuaded her managers to 
give her a role in “The Quaker 
Girl,” starring Ina Claire. She 
scored immediate success. The 
Shuberts starred her in “Panthea” 
and “The Revolt.” Movie mag- 
nates from Long Island studios 
lured her to the screen in 1916, 

peyme her a salary of $2500 a 
week 

But *Petrova was disatisfied 
with the scripts that were offered 
her, either for the legitimate stage 
or the screen. “I realized my 
limitations as an actress, and I 
refused to play roles with which 
I could not feel in sympathy.” 
Her managers were exasperated. 
“Why don’t you write your own 
plays?” they challenged. 

So she did. Her moving pic- 
tures included “Daughter of Des- 
tiny,” “The Orchid Lady,” “Bridges 
Burned,” and “More Truth Than 
Poetry.” Her plays, in which she 
starred, were “The White Pea- 
eqck,” “Hurricane”, and “What 
Do We Know?” While “Hurri- 
cane” was on tour gm October, 
1924, she appeared in it at the 
Shubert-Jefferson here in _ St. 

uis, 


Her short stories, now collected 
in a volume called “The Black 
Virgin,” appeared in Smart Set 
and other popular magazines. Her 
poems were included in a number 
of anthologies of favorite, repre- 
sentative verse. 


Petrova’s acting career was 
never motivated by glamor. She 
went on the stage for the money 
she needed to be independent. By 
hard work, she gained top billing 
and a salary that ran into five 
figures weekly. When she accu- 
mulated her fortune, she left the 
stage and, as she says, started to 
live. That was 1928. 

Inevitably a new acquaintance 
will ask her whether she ever in- 
tends to return to the stage. She 
shakes her head. “A person’s mag- 
netism wears out just as a mag- 
net wears out. It’s bound to.” It’s 
then that she speaks her poorest 
line. Though she will be 58 years 
old in May, she’s still glamorous, 
still youthful.

T rubber bridge, the saving of 
A one trick when the contract 
itself already is lost, is not a 
matter of extreme importance, but 
at duplicate that one trick saving 
may result in a high match-point 
score. For example: 
East, dealer. 
North-South vulnerable. 
Match-point duplicate.

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The bidding:

West's double was of the “pre- 
ventive” variety. He was not too 
satisfied with his own free raise 
on the first round and now want- 
ed to prevent his partner from go- 
ing to five spades. This, inciden- 
tally, was a sound thought or 
West's part since his side had al- 
ready bid its limit. 


Other South players also decid- 
ed to bid five hearts, if only as a 
sacrifice, but they did not fare 
well going down two tricks. The 
500 point penalty they paid was 
greater than the value of East- 
West’s non-vulnerable .game. 


At this table South played the 
hand perfectly, and consequently 
went down only one trick. West 
opened the spade three; East won 
and shifted to the club jack. De- 
clarer, knowing that East would 
not have led away from the king- 
jack, went right up with the club 
ace, drew trumps, ruffed the 
spade queen, -.and then led the ace 
and a low diamond. Declarer 
ruffed, and now that the hand 
was “stripped,” carefully led the 
club 10. West could not do bet- 
ter (or worse) than to win with 
the king and return a club. De- 
clarer, of course, allowed this 
lead to come to his own, and thus 
lost only one club trick.
